Rather Than Obey the New Catholic 
Decree She Will Be Wed by 
a Protestant.

Next Monday night he will make merry 
with an Archbishop. 

On that evening Miss Josephine Rowley 
and Dr. W. L. Whipple will be married by 
Rev. J. H. George at the home of the 
bride’s mother, 5532 Maple avenue. 

Though the bride is a Catholic, there will 
be no minister of that faith present. Miss 
Rowley will no sooner be joined in wed- 
lock to the man of her choice than she 
will be excommunicated from the Catholic 
Church under Archbishop Kain’s rule gov- 
erning the marriage of a Catholic to a non- 
Catholic. 

Miss Rowley knows what the conse- 
quences of her step will be, but she is wilil- 
ing to give up even her church for the man 
she loves. 

The determination to break the rule was 
not made until she had exhausted every 
possible effort to induce Archbishop Kain 
to relax his rule. 

Under the law recently made by Arch- 
bishop Kain a Catholic and a Protestant 
cannot be married in a Catholic church. 
The wedding ceremony must be performed 
without a nuptial mass and in the parlor 
of the residence of the parish priest. The 
priest is not permitted to join. a Catholic 
and gwon-Catholic anywhere but in his par- 
lor. 

The Rowley family have always been de- 
vout Catholics. Dr. Whipple is not a Cath- 
olic, but he did not object to having the 
ceremony verformed by a priest. 

After the engagement had been  an- 
nounced Dr. Whipple accompanied Mrs. 
Rowley, the bride’s mother, to the resi- 
dence of Fr. McGlynn of St. Rose’s parish, 
in which the Rowleys reside. Fr. McGlynn 


' veceived them courteously, but told them 


it would be impossible for him to marry 
the couple at the bride’s residence or any- 
where else, extept in the parochial parlor. 

Having failed in this quarter Mrs, Row- 
ley decided to make a personal call on the 
Archbishop. 

Three weeks ago, during the bitterly cold 
weather, she made the long trip from her 
home to the archiepiscopal residence. 

She stated the object of her visit to Arch. 
bishop Kain. He listened impatiently and 
then replied: 

“Who are you that you should ask me to 


set aside my rule? Your daughter is not a 
Catholic at heart if she desires to break 
the rule.”’ ,

A TOUCH OF M’KINLEY “PROS- 
PERITY” IN EAST ST. LOUIS. 


EMPLOYES ARE _ INDIGNANT. 


Prior to the Election the Company 
Made Great Promises About 
Gold Standard Good Times. 


The Tudor Iron Works in East. 8t. Louis 
practically closed down Tuesday at noon. 
throwing at least 200 men out of employ- 
ment. 

The shutdown Is attributed to a lack of 
business, although an attempt was made to 
excuse the course by circulating a report 
that it was necessitated by a stoppage for 
repairs. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter called at the 
plant to investigate the matter, 

Supt. Hanpeter, who lives in St. Louis, 
was not in his office, being detained at 
home by sickness. Fred Meysenberg, who 
has charge of the plant in the Superintend- 
ent’s absence, was asked if it were true that 
the plant was closed s.mply for repairs. 

“Not exactly, and yet practically so,”’ he 
replied. ‘‘Anyhow,” he continued, “‘we have 
been running only every other week during 
the past several months, on account of 
light orders, and closing up shop at this 
time is not as lamentable to our men as if 
we had been running regularly and with 
a full force. 

“Under favorable conditions we employ 
from 500 to 700 men, who earn from $1.25 to 
$4 per day each. We have not had a full 
force employed in two years, however, and 
recently the force has been comparatively 
slim. We shall take advantage of the gen- 
eral stagnation in business and get the plant 
in good shape for future use.” 

‘“‘When will the mill be running under full 
headway?” he was asked. 

“That I cannot say. You will have to 
ask Col. 
shrug of his shoulders. 

The nine-inch mill was the only depart- 
ment under headway Tuesday morning, giv- 
ing employment to about twenty-five men. 

President T. A. Meysenberg was found in 
the company’s offices at 415 Locust street. 
He was asked why the works had been 
shut down. 

“We have shut down,” he afiswered, “for 
a very few days to make some needed re- 
pairs at the works. Just as soon as they 
are finished we will resume, Business con- 
ditions have nothing to do with it.” 

The Tudor company was one of the first 
manufacturing concerns in the country to 
attempt coercive measures in the recent 
campaign. Supt. Hanpeter sent out printed 
circulars, which were published broadcast, 
stating that the threatened change in the 
nation’s financ’al system would result in the 
closing of all iron and steel manufacturing 
concerns. Many of the employes were more 
or jess intimidated into voting for the gold 
standard, and they are unspeakably mad at 
the closing up of the works. 

Several were seen strolling around the sa- 
loons and boarding-houses after they had 
heard the order and they were looking blue 
as indigo. Many of them have families to 
support and rent to pay, and as they are 
of a happy-go-lucky disposition and save 
nothing, are in sore straits. Grocery men 
and saloon-kKeepers in the vicinity of the 
plant are unstinted in their denunciations 
of the shut-down.

It is reported on the street that the state- 
ment of the Illinois Steel Co., which will be 
submitted at the annual meeting to-day, 
will show a deficit of $350,000.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The first public 
exercises in connection with the incoming 
administration occurred at the Capitol to- 
day, when the two Houses of Congress, in 
joint session, in the spacious hail of Rep- 
resentatives, counted the electoral vote of 
the various States and listened to Vice- 
President Stevenson formally promulgate 
the election of William McKinley as Pres- 
ident and Garret A. Hobart as Vice-Presi- 
dent of the United States. Although the sky 
Was overcast with leaden clouds, the 
weather was pleasant and propitious. 

‘A$ is usual on state occasions, the public 
Streamed to the Capitol in great crowds, but 
the galleries of the House, save for a sma.]l 
space, capable of seating only 20 persons, 
were strictly reserved for ticket hoiders, so 
the stairways and elevators were beeleged 
in vain by the eager multitudes. The tickets 
had been distributed by the Senators and 
Representatives and the spectators conse- 
quently constituted a most distinguished 
assemblage. 

Although the ceremonies were not to be- 
gin until 1 o’clock, the galleries were 
thrown open to the fortunate possessors of 
tickets at 10 o’clock, and within half an 
hour all the galleries except those reserved 
for the diplomatic corps and the President 
were packed to the doors, many ladies in 
gay toilets being present. 

The hall made a brilliant setting for the 
impressive scene. Above, through stained 
Zliass which filled the interstices of the 
high-fretted ceiling, shone the escutcheons 
of the various States, while the decorations 
of gray and gold relieved the dark spaces 
above the densely crowded galleries. 

The crowds in the galleries were in the 
best of humor as they waited for the cere- 
monies to begin, while on the floor the 
members good-naturedly exchanged saluta- 
tions. The Democrats, who four years ago 
laughed at the expense of their political ad- 
versaries, to-day had the tables turned upon 
them, 


Exactly at 12 o’clock Speaker Reed, clad 

in a long black frock coat, ascended the 
rostrum and standing in front of the bright 
American flag which draped the wall in his 
rear, with one sharp rap of his gavel sub- 
dued the countless babel of voices. 
Rey. Couden, the blind chaplain, seemed 
impressed with the spirit of the occasion 
and delivered an inspiring prayer. Many of 
the spectators rose and stood with bowed 
As soon as the reading of the jour- 
nal was begun the babel broke forth again. 
only to be interruptef with a sharp round o® 
applause from the Republicans as Mr. Ding- 
ley, Chairman of the Committee on Ways 
and Means and the floor leader of the House, 
walked down the aisle to his seat. When 
the reading was concluded some routine mat- 
ters, in which the spectators were fn no wise:

the event of the day was due. 

At 12:50 p. fn. tne Heuse took a recess for 
five minutes. 

In the meantime every seat in the galleries 
save those reserved for the Executive and 
diplomatic corps was taken, No member of 
the President’s household was in the gal- 
lery reserved for him, hut the family of 
Vice-President Stevenson occupied one of 
the plush covered benches. 

The diplomatic gallery was almost empty, 
only a half dozen of the foreign representa- 
tives being present. They included Vis- 
count Santo-Thirso, the Portuguese Minis.

Legation, and the Secretary of the Japan- 
ese Legation. The dearth of diplomats was 
accounted for b the fact that many 
of them were at Charleston, S. C., witness.

Vice President Stevenson assumed the 
gavel and announced the purpose of the 
joint session. He then unlocked the cherry 
box and broke the seal of the returns of 
each State as it was reached. 

The formal certificate of Alabama was 
read in full. by Mr. Blackburn, after which 
the reading of the long certificates was dis- 
pensed with on the motion of- Senator Sher- 
man, the tellers simply announcing the re- 
sults after ascertaining by inspection that 
they were in due form. 


The tellers made the announcement in 
rotation. It fell to the lot of Mr. Black- 
burn to announce first the eleven votes of 
Alabama for Bryan and Sewall. Mr. Lodge 
first announced eight votes of Arkansas for 
Bryan, five votes for Sewall and three for 
Watson. Mr. Grosvenor announced Califor- 
nia’s vote, but it was not dn unadulterated 

leasure, as one of the nine votes went for 

ryan. Mr. Richardson’s first announce- 
ment was the four votes of Colorado for 
Bryan and Sewall. 

South Carolina’s vote was counted with- 
out interruption. Representative Murray, 
who had talked of challenging the vote, 
had left the Republican side and was in the 
rear row of the Democratic side. He made 
no attenipt to interrupt the vote, which was 
recorded for Bryan in accordance with the 
return. 

At 1:40 p. m. the Vice-President stated 
that the count had closed and directed the 
tellers to announce the result.

CANEA, Feb. 10.—It is officially stated 
that twenty-three Mussulmans, women and 
children, have been massacred at Kisamo 
and Kastill, west of Canea. The Greg 
warships have gone to Retimo.

The commanders of the foreign men-of- 
war now lying off Canea persuaded the 
commander of the Greek squadron to sa- 
lute the Turkish flag. The Greek com- 
mander was also given to understand that 
the bombardment of Canea, or the landing 
of troops would, under no circumstances, 
be permitted. 

King George and his ministers are now in 
perfect accord on the subject of the Cre- 
tan policy. 

The Conservative element in the Legisla- 
tive chamber is opposed to the policy of 
seizing the tsland in defiance of the pow- 
ers. They argue that Greece should not at- 
tempt to annex the island until she is 
assured of the support of some one of the 
great powers. They claim further’ that 
Europe is not prepared to sanction any- 
thing that might serve to impel the Turkish 
problem toward solution at this time. It is 
possible, they assert, that the warships of 
other nations will co-operate in re-estab- 
lishing, if not maintaining, peace, and that 
King George may be served with notice that 
he must not override the European guar- 
antee of Turkish reforms on the island of 
Crete. 

On the other hand, the radical element 
insist that Crete should be annexed to 
Greece without delay, and in spite of all 
opposition. At any rate, they assert, an 
aggressive stand may force the whole Turk- 
ish situation, under cover of which Greece 
can obtain possession of Crete. 

During the uproarious debate yesterday 
afternoon the Radical elements urged the 
Government to take a firm stand on the mat- 
ter of union with Crete at all costs. So 
warm did the discussion over the question 
wage that personal encounters between the 
various deputies were prevented only by 
the intercess!pn of friends. 

The reports to the effect that ‘the trouble 
in the Island of Crete are caused by Greek 
agitators and that the Christians are the 
aggressors, are indignantly den‘'ed :n Gov- 
ernment circles. 

A strange feature about the Cretan situa- 
tion is that the dividing line between the 
combatants is creed only and not race. Sub- 
stantially thé whole population is Greek by 
race, but while the Greeks by religion num- 
ber 270,000, they live side by s'de with about 
70,000 Mussulmans.

MYRTLE GILLETTE TRIES TO KILL 
HERSELF ON THE STREET. 


WAS J. B. TUCKER'S MISTRESS. 


She Was Crazed by His Suicide in This 
City Last Summer and Has Not 
Been Responsible Since. 


Myrtle Gillette, the mistress of J. B. Tuck- 
er, the prominent stockman who committed 
suicide by cutting his throat at the Lin- 
dell Hotel last summer, attempted to kill 
herself Wednesday morning. 

She had been drinking, and while stand- 
ing on the corner at Tenth and Locust 
Streets at 2 o’clock this morning she 
screamed several times. This attracted the 
attention of a policeman, who ran toward 
her. 

She had a bottle of morphine in her hand. 


The stopper had been removed and the un- 
fortunate woman was in the act of putting 
the bottle to her mouth when the policeman 
dashed it to the pavement, where it broke 
and the contents spread over the sidewalk. 

Myrtle was taken to the City Dispensary, 
where Dr. Kearney exam.ned ier. He sent 
her to the City Hospital, where Dr. Sutter 
will observe her mental condition. 

Ever since the tragic suicide of the man 
who induced her to become his mistress, 
Myrtle’s mind has been affevied. Crazed 
with gr.ef at the time, she re<urted to mer- 
phine. While under the inflttence of the 
drug she was quiet, but when it was denied 
her she became a raving maniac. 

After being cured of the morphine Pbabit 
she took to drink. She was confined in 
an insane asylum at Kansas se until a 
few abies azo, when she was released as 
~ured, 

Ten days ago she came back to St. Louis 
and went to room with an acquaintance, a 
Mrs. Pianke, at 2006 Olive street. She was 
quiet enough until Sunday and acted 4s 
sane as any one. Then she disappeared and 
was not heard of until Wednesday morn- 
ing, when she was arrested by Patrolman 


Smith. 

She left Kansas City for Boston, but 
could not resist the gruesome fascination 
of stopping over in the city where her lover 
had kille€ himself. 

‘“‘Last night,’’ she said in telling a re- 
porter of her attempt at suicide, ‘I felt so 
blue I could not stand it. I went to the 
Hagan and after looking at the show for 
a little while I went into the wine room. 
I was not with any one and I ordered some 
wine and pa'd for it myself. Then I drank 
sOme more and soon I was sintply drunk. 

“IT got up and wandered around, where 
I have not the faintest idea.”’ 

Dr. Sutter thinks the girl is unbalanced, 
She has an idea that she is being perse- 
cuted, and that certain persons want to 
kill her. She says, however, that she de- 
serves all the punishment and suffering 
that has been inflicted upon her. 

Tucker’s suicide last summer created a 
sensation. He was married and lived in 
Kansas City. Miss Gillette was young and 
handsome, She was a dressmaker in Kansas 
City and was well off. While visiting in St. 
Louis she met Tucker. Though she knew 
he was married she accepted his atten- 
tions. She accompanied him to different 
cities and lived with him as his wife. 

They came to St. Louis last summer and 
stopped at the Planters’. Tucker’s funds 
ran low and he went to the Lindell. He 
contracted a bill amounting to about 

He could not pay. Disgrace and exposure 
stared him in the face. He could not stand 
it and so killed himself.

This is 
my first time in jail for a crime of any kind and 
it has learned me a lesson, although it was a 
terrible crime to learn a lesson from. Your Honor, 
as you know, the best of us are apt to fall into 
temptation, small or great, and the temptation 
that I fell int®O® was a great one against the law 
of the State, as well as the law of God. 

But I hope’ that you will grant me one more 
chance to do good work instead of evil work. I 
admitted to everybody what I did in connection 
with this, and if I had done any more in con- 
nection with this crime, I would have admitted 
that also. I deserve punishment for what | did, 
but 1 do not think that I deserve capital punish- 
ment for what I did.

I had a little trouble in the jail here, and I 
got the forgiveness of the Sheriff and the jail 
guard. I hope that you will grant me one more 
chanee, for the sake of my poor old parents. I 
would like to keep the disgrace off of them as 
much as possible. My parents ‘are honest, hard- 
working people, and they have tried to learn me 
right from wrong, but I did not know how to 
appreciate their goodness and right-doing until 
I got into this trouble. I have thought of it every 
day since my incarceration, and would like to 
have one nore chance to do what my parents 
have told me to do. 

Your Honor. I ask you to commute my sen- 
tence to imprisonment and _ give me another 
chance to reform. I know that I can do it. Re- 
spectfully yours, JOHN SCHMIDT.

Electric Light Companies May Get 
Conduit Permits. 


At a meeting of the Committee on Light- 
ing of the Board of Public Improvements 
late Tuesday afternoon it was decided to 
begin at once issuing conduit permits. 

The Bell Telephone Co., the Telephone 
and Telegraph Service Co., the Kinloch Tel- 
ephone Co., the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Co., the Electric Light, Power 
and Conduit Co., the Missouri Electric Light 
and Power Co., the Edison Illuminating 
Co., the St. Louis Electric Light and Power 
Co., the Phoenix Light, Heat and Power 
Co., the Citizens’ Electric Light and Power 
Co., the Edison Illuminating Co. of Caron- 
delet and the Imperial Electric Light, Heat 
and Power Co. were notified Wednesday 
that permits would be issued to them pro- 
vided they made the deposits called for by 
the ordinance within ten days. 

The first four companies, being engaged 
in the telegraph and telephone business, 
will be directed to begin work on a joint 
conduit at. Third and St. Charles streets. 
It will be run west to Twenty-second street 
on the south side of St. Charles street. The 
number of ducts will vary from seven to 
forty-nine. 

The nine light, heat and power companies 
will begin at Broadway and Spruce street 
and run north on the east side of Broad- 
way to Wash street. The ducts will vary 
from thirty to thirty-six.

HIS DEATHS 
A MYSTERY. 


WILLIAM H. STEWART PASSES 
AWAY AT THE DISPENSARY. 


FAMILY SAY HE WAS DRUGGED. 


Old Gentleman’s Valuables and Money 
Missing When Picked Up Un- 
conscious by an Officer, 


William H. Stewart, 6 years old, died at 
the City Dispensary early Wednesday morn- 
ing while the physicians were trying to 
pump out of him a large quantity of mor- 
phine which he had swallowed shortly be- 
fore 10 o’clock Tuesday night. Policeman 
Kling found Stewart in the rear of 1205 
Washington avenue. He was unconscious, 
and the officer sent him to the Dispensary 
in an ambulance. ) 

Deputy Coroner Lloyd began an autopsy 


at the Morgue during the morning and dis- 
covered. four of Mr. Stewart’s ribs were 
broken. This naturally suggested the sus- 
picion that the dead man had been violently 
dealt with, inasmuch as his valuables were 
missing. 

Dr. Lloyd, however, said it was possible 
in the case of a man so.old as Mr. Stewart 
for the ribs to have been broken by the Dis- 
pensary doctors while trying to revive their 
unconscious patient. The doctors on duty 
at 3 o’clock in the morning, when Mr. 
Stewart was brought to the Dispensary, 
could not be seen directly, but the theory 
will be carefully looked into. 

Capt. O'Malley, to whom :the finding of 
the unconscious old man was first reported, 
believed from the meager facts given him 
that it was a plain case of suicide. With 
the new knowledge of the broken ribs and 
the subsequently revealed fact that Mr. 
Stewart's money and watch were missing 
when he was picked up, Capt. O'Malley 
thinks he has a mystery to deal with and 
has, therefore, detailed his best men to 
work out the problem. 


The neighborhood in which the old gentle- 

man was discovered contains a few saloons 
end houses whose frequenters do not bear 
the best of reputations, and there are one 
or two accompanying circumstances which 
point to Mr. Stewart’s death as the result 
of foul play rather than suicide. His gold 
watch and chain, a ring with his name-ren- 
graved on the inside and about $3 in change 
were missing, and with this in mind the 
dead man’s family are firm in their convic- 
tion that he did not take the drug with a 
suicidal motive. 
‘ Just what Mr. Stewart was doing in that 
neighborhood ng ohe seems to know. His 
son-in-law says that he had not been ad- 
dicted to drink within the last few years, 
although he admits that there may have 
been some chance that Mr. Stewart had 
fallen in with evil companions who drugged 
his drink with robbery in view. 

Mr. Stewart was a native of Scotland. 
He came to this country in 1861 and located 
in Saginaw, Mich., where he resided until 
last September. Then he came to St. Louis 
to live with his daughter, Mrs. F. C. Ben- 
nett, at 2634 Dickson street. Ever since he 
came here Mr. Stewart has been trying to 
secure employment as a civil engineer, 
his profession, but has been unsuccessful. 
Tuesday morning he left home, as hag been 
his custom, to look for work. When night 
came and he did not return his relatives 
became alarmed and instituted a search for 
him. They finally found him at the Dis- 
pensary and remained with him until he 
died. He did not regain consciousness and 
gave no account of himself. 

Mr. Stewart left a wife, three daughters, 
two s?ns and a step-daughter. The wife 
and one daughter reside in St. Louis, two 
daughters in East Tawas, Mich., and the 
others in Saginaw, Mich. The family will 
leave Wednesday night with the body for 
Saginaw, where the funeral and burial will 
take place. 

When asked as ‘vo the probable cause of 
her father’s death, Mrs. Bennett said: do 
not believe father would have killed himself. 
When he left home Tuesday morning he 
was bright and cheerful, and in his usual 
good health. He owned some property, the 
income from which was sufficient to support 
him, and he had no financial troubles, There 
has never been the slightest domestic dis 
turbance in our family, and I can imagi 
no possible reason why he should desire to 
take his life. He was a consistent member 
of the Presbyter'an Church, and not the 
kind of a man to commit suicide.’’ 

Though Mrs. Bennett professes not to be- 
lieve the suicide theory she said emphati- 
cally that her father had never in his life 
used morphine for any purpose, and that he 
was, on the day he died, suffering from no 
disease or pain which would have tempted 
him to take the drug for relief. She is 
positive that Mr. Stewart did not take an 
overdose by accident, and inclines to the 
theory that he was drugged. 

Mrs. Rennett said that Hon. W. 8. Lin- 
ton of Sag'naw, Congressman from the 
Eighth District of Michigan, was an inti- 
mate acquaintance of the family, and a 
warm friend of her father.

ANOTHER BRIDGE LESSON. 


We recur to the question of the draw- 
backs on St. Louis’ foreign export trade. 
Not long ago, when it was said that East- 
ern seaboard railroad combinations and 
the utilization of the Erie Canal would 
benefit St. Louis’ graim export trade, the 
Post-Dispatch said the benefits were 
doubtful and at best remote. 

How doubtful they are is being proved 
by the beginning of shipments from Chi- 
cago to foreign ports via New Orleans. 
The Illinois Central Railway makes ex- 
port rates on such shipments which en- 


. ble Chicago shippers to reach destina- 


tion as cheaply and almost as quickly as 
by any other route, 

The Illinois Central line is almost at 
the doors of this city. But between the 
city and the road is the bridge arbitrary, 
and within the city itself is the terminal 
combine levying heavy toll upom cars for 
handling. The Missouri Pacific road has 
connections between this city and New 
Orleans which, if utilized, would give us 
an advantage over Chicago in time of 
Teaching the point for ocean shipment. 
But the largest owners of the Missouri 
Pacific are the largest owners of the 
bridges as well. 

Mississippi River improvement will do 
much to solve the problem, but the rem- 
edy is remote. St. Louis must be free of 
the bridge monopoly if she is to meet her 
opportunities and fulfill her destiny.

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SUGAR TRUST ROBBERY. 


There is a well grounded suspicion that 
the Lexow investigation of Trusts in New 
York is simply one of Tom Platt’s schemes 
for postponing or side-tracking the more 
efficient anti-trust legislation which the 
people of New York are strenuously de- 
manding. 

Nevertheless, the inquiry is bringing 
out some important facts which are of 
interest throughout the country. Mr. 
Henry O. Havemeyer, President of the 
Sugar Trust, was compelled to admit 
under oath that he and his associates in 
the American Sugar Refining Co. (which 
is the Sugar Trust) control more than 80 
per cent of the refined sugar product and 
fix the price at which the entire product is 
sold. From Mr. Searles, the Secretary, was 
elicited the startling fact that the original 
valuation of the several plants embraced 
in the Trust was $7,000,000, and that 
$75,000,000 of capital stock had been issued 
upon the basis of this $7,000,000 of value— 
in other words, the Sugar Trust issued 
$68,000,000 of watered stock. Mr. Theodore 
A. Havemeyer, the Vice-President, ad- 
mitted that on this total of $75,000,000 divi- 
dends of 12 per cent and 7 per cent annu- 
ally have been regularly paid, and that in 
addition a large surplus has been accu- 
mulated. In other words, the annual divi- 
dends distributed among the Sugar Trust 
stockholders amount to nearly $2,000,000 
more than the total original valuation of 
the refinery plants absorbed by the Trust, 
That is to say, the consumers of sugar in 
the United States pay to the Sugar Trust 
each year the total original value of its 
plants, and about $2,000,000 more. Mr. 
Henry O. Havemeyer aleo testified that 
he would not invest his surplus millions 
in any business enterprise which did not 
pay at least 16 or 16 per cent profit. | 
The Lexow investigation will lead to no 
legislation that will check the plundering 
of the people by the Trusts. Tom Platt 
and the corporation lawyers and lobbyists 
will take care of that. But the investiga- 
tion is justified by the facts which it 
has already elicited, as summarized 
above. And similar facts in abundance 
can be obtained,-if the committee chooses, 
from the Tobacco Trust, the Standard Oil 
Trust, the Beef Trust, and a score of 
other Trusts that are breeding million- 
aires by the score at one end of their 
operations and paupers by the thousand 
at the other end. 

What will the people do about it? Noth- 
ing at present. They have just been 
beaten in an attempt to remedy the evil 
through the ballot. But we remind the 
Havemeyers, the Rockefellers, the Ar- 
mours, the Carnegies and the rest of the 
horde of greedy vampires that ‘“‘there is 
a Nemesis, which never yet of human 
wrong left the unbalanced scale.”’

The country was deceived, and it real- 
izes the fact so clearly that it is no longer 
receptive of Wall Street prophecies. It is 
doing its own thinking now, and while 
the process comes too late for immediate 
relief, it will not be without its uses, 
Prosperity will not begin on the 4th of 
March, says Mr. Sage. He does not say 
when it will begin.

The whereabouts of 
this force is attracting much attention, and 
is known to be causing the Spanish staff 
considerable anxiety. The friends of the in- 
surgents intimate that a big surprise is be- 
ing prepared for Capt. Gen. Weyler when 
he tries to return to Havana. 


INTERVIEW WITH GOMEZ. 


He Says He Is Disgusted With Talk cf 
Reform by Spain. 


NEW Y@RK, Feb. 19.—A dispatch from a 
Cuban correspondent gives an interview 
with Gen. Gomez, obtained Jan. 29, at his 
camp near Salado, Province of Santa Clara. 


Gen. Gomez said: 

“Even were Spain’s proposals bona fide 
nothing could tempt me to treat with her. 
I am disgusted with this talk of reform.

“Could you materially increase the size 
of your army if you had plenty of arms 
and ammunition?”

More 
than that, I am convinced that with 50,000

driven from Cuba within three months.”’

AUTHORSHIP STANDS OUT AS THE 
CONDUIT PLOT THICKENS. 


EDISON COMPANY IS FAVORED. 


New Companies Will Have to Begin 
Building Conduits Before the 
City Lighting Contract Is Let. 


The Board of Public Improvements now 
has the opinion of City Counselor Marshall 
that fourteen of the eighteen companies 
which made application for conduit space 
have complied with ail the legal require- 
ments. It began issuing permits to these 
fourteen companies Wednesday. 

‘It has been charged all along that the 
Keyes ordinance was drawn in the interest 
ofthe Edison and associated companies. 
Each step taken under its terms makes the 
charge seem more plausible. 

The Edison Illuminating Co. now has the 


@re lighting contract. The Missouri Elec- 
tric Light and Power Co. has the incan- 
descent contract for the district south of 
Washington avenue. The Laclede Gas Co. 
has the incandescent contract for the dis- 
trict north of Washington avenue. 

The Edison people claim they are mak- 
oa no money. They refuse to put oe. new 
P| ts when ordered to do so oy the Board 
of Public Improvements. This is to compe} 
the board to order incandescents. There is 
a bigger profit on incandescents. The La- 
clede and Missouri Companies are con- 
trolled by the same men. 

There are only three other electrical com- 
panies now doing business in St. Louis. Of 
these the Laclede Power Co. and the Edi- 
eon Illuminating Co. of St. Louis are also 
controlled by the same men. 

They have also organized two new com- 
panies, the Phoenix Electric Light, Heat

“BUTCH” WAGNER’S OPINION OF 
ARTHUR DUESTROW. 


TWO CONDEMNED MURDERERS. 


Charles Dreher, the Beast, Respited 
Till March 18, but Duestrow 
Has a Blue Outlook. 


There are two murderers in the City Jail 
awaiting the hangman’s noose, The shad- 
ow of the gallows falls across their cells 
every afternoon with the passing of the 
sun and adds a terrible realism to their 
already hideous condition. 

One of them has lost his mind and the 
other wishes he could. 

One is a beast lost to all sense of de- 
cency or shame, chattering and filthy like 
a frightened animal. The other is sullen 
and morose, following carefully what seems 
to many to be a well-devised plan of simu- 
lated insanity. The beast is Charles Dreher; 
the other is Arthur Duestrow. 

Gov. Stephens reprieved Dreher Wednes- 
day till March 18 {n order that the Sheriff 
may inquire into his mental condition. 

Dreher crouches naked in his cell. behind 
a little calico curtain he has hung across 
a corner. He squats there on his heels mut- 
tering and watching a tin cup he has hung 
to the grating. Over the cup is a little tin 
spout, beside which is hung a rudely writ- 
ten sign:

The instant he hears the tinkle of a coin 
in his tin cup the wild man rushes at it and 
extracts the money, which he instantly 
puts in his mouth.

a spiritual sense, but physically. The im- 
pressive calm of his demeanor is. only 
spoiled when he is spoken to. hen he 
shows sudden flashes of violent and vicious 
ow as swift in passing as it is passion- 
ate. 

Those whose daily duties throw them into 
contact with Duestrow do not think him 
crazy. 

The jail guards curse when his name is 
mentioned and then assert that he is not 
insane. 

The Dispensary physicians, who make 
daily rounds of the jail and examine all 
the prisoners, while not disposed to discuss 
the question, are confident that he is not 
80 crazy as to be irresponsible. 

Jailer “Butch” Wagner leaves one in 
doubt at first when he says ‘“‘He is no more 
crazy than I 1m,’’ but further conversation 
develops that he really means that he be- 
lieves Duestrow sane. 

The custodian of the city’s criminals 
talked very entertainingly of his wards. 
His good-natured face was clouded when he 
thought of his troubles in connection with 
his two star prisoners. 

“Are you annoyed much by curious peo- 
ple who want to gee Duestrow?”’ he was 
asked. 

“Yes, yes. They make me crazy almost. 
They are so sly with their tricks. 
I must do them = aé_ §$ favor. They 
want to see the jail. I am such a good 
jailer and they have read about me in the 
papers. Then when they get me in the jail 
it is only Duestrow they want to see. 
“Women, they do that, too, more than 
anybody. Letters I get every day for him, 
but he will not take them, € says Dues- 
trow is dead. He is not so dead, though, 
when you gay to him: ‘Duestrow, have a 
cigarette.’ I would do nothing but show 
Duestrow if I let everybody in that asked 
to get in. He ts a whole lot of trouble.” 
Jailer Wagner’s chief deputy, William 
Wagner, like the jailer, thinks that the mur- 
derer is only cunningly simulating insanity. 

Tuesday afternoon Secretary Jim Espy 

and Lawrence Harr'gan, Jr., visited the 
murderer. Mr. Harrigan came out of the 
jail convinced that Duestrow was not as 
crazy as he pretended to be and could if 
released take very good care of himself. 
If his sanity was to be decided upon by the 
unscientific opinions of those who see him 
most constantly he would be declared sane 
a swung into eternity without further 
ado 


His lawyers are still stratning every nerve 
to save him from the gallows. They seem 
to have but one recourse now—an appeal to 
on sanaee of the United States Supreme 
ourt. 

Every appeal made to the State Supreme 
Court has been denied and that body has 
refused to change the finding of the Circuit 
Court at Union. The time is very short in 
which whatever is to be done must be done, 
Feb. 16 being the day set for his execution. 


A Post-Dispatch reporter visited the cell 
of Dreher to tell him of the respite that 
had been granted him, and to watch the ef- 
fect the information would have upon him. 
The prisoner was curled up on his blanket 
at the extreme rear end of the cell, appar- 
ently asleep. His name was called repeat- 
edly, but there was no indication that he 
heard the call, 

Deputy Jatler Will Wagner endeavored to 
coax the prisoner to the cell door by a 
promise of pie, but beyond 4 slight move- 
ment of the bundle of rags in the corner 
there was nothing to show that Dreher felt 
the slightest interest in the information 
shouted to him through the bars of the

CARONDELET IS _ INVOLVED. 


Alleged to Have Got Full Control of 
100 Acres of Land While Holding 
but a Two-Fifths Interest in It. 


Attorney George B, Sidener is preparing 
to bring a large number of suits in the 
Circuit Court which will temporarily at least 
becloud the title of many homesteads in 
Carondelet, 

The property affected consists of 100 acres 
| lying between the River d@s Peres, Caronde- 
let Park, Bighth street and Sharp avenue. 
| All save twenty-one acres, which are owned 
‘by N. 8. Allen of Webster Groves, is div®ied 
up into building lots, and is now occupied 


| by dwelling houses. 

Mr. Sidener represents some of the heirs 
of Gabriel Constant, who secured the land 
by grant from the Spanish Government 
during that nation’s control of the vast 
_territory then known as Louisiana. It is 
alleged by them that their interests were 
grabbed by the city of Carondelet w @.9ut 
-any consideration. 

As the property involved is estimated by 
Attorn idener to be worth at least $300,- 
000 the litigation will become of considerable 
importance if facts can be found to lend 
color to the claims set up. 

Gabriel nstant was an adventurous 
Frenchman, who came to the new world to 
geek his fortune. Although Spain owned 
‘this territory at that time, most of the col- 
onists were French, and it was easy for 
'Constant to obtain a 
from one Zende Trudean, Captain of the 
‘6th Louisiana Regiment, Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor and Commander-in-Ch.ef of the west- 
ern portion of Iilinoie, which them included 
this part of Missouri.

Gabriel had his grant properly surveyed 
by Antoine Soulard, then Surveyor General 
of the Province, and when the United States 
purchased the territory from France three 
years after Spain had ceded it back to that 
country, he followed up his rights carefully 
| and had the grant confirmed by Congress, 
The exact date of this confirmation is April 


816. 

In August, 1823, Constant and his wife 
deeded 50 acres of the land to their grand- 
son, Gabrtel, the son of Gabriel, Jr. Then 
the old gentleman having died without a 
will, Gabriel Constant, Jr., being the only 
heir, came in for the remainder of the 200 
arpens, 

When he died he left a will instructing 
that all his ropes ty including the Spanish 
land grant, be div ded equally among his 
four daughters, Marie Louise, Constance, 
Julia and Lucille, and the son was left out 
of it, as he had been provided for by his 
Sepeesaraet. This happened in January, 


On Nov. 17, 1851, Louisa, who had married 
he pn B. Franklin, and Constant, who 
had married Joseph Shults, conveyed all 
' their title and interest in this land toe the 
City of Carondelet, which, on the following 
day, accepted it by ordinance. 

Here is where the trouble began. The 
other two daughters, Laicille and Julia, de- 
|clared that they still retained their inter- 
|est in the land, not having entered into 
any agreement or stipulation with the city 
of Carondelet. They are still living. So 
are the children of Gabriel Constant, third,
